On Friday, November 21, the 
reports were published. Those 
relating to independent schools 
found weaknesses in areas 
including the vetting of visiting 
speakers, a curriculum focused 
too heavily on faith and 
entrances that were shared 
with other organisations. 

The independent schools 
were Jamiatul Ummah School, 
Ebrahim Academy, East Lon- 
don Islamic School, Al-Mizan 
School, Mazahirul Uloom School 
and London East Academy. 

As the local education 
authority, the council has no 


legal powers over teaching and 
education standards in schools 
outside of the state sector. 

It does have responsibility 
for safeguarding children at all 
schools, but powers are limited 
to offering the schools advice 
and guidance on how to keep 
students safe - help which the 
schools do not have to accept. 

The council is now in discus- 
sions with the Department 
for Education and Ofsted 
about what role it could take 
in improving safeguarding at 
the independent schools.

THOUSANDS of visitors 
attended the Great British 
Bioscience Festival in Beth- 
nal Green last weekend. 

Held in Museum Gardens, 
the festival was aimed at show- 
ing how bioscience fuels us, 
feeds us and keeps us healthy. 

Twenty interactive exhibits 
from across the UK allowed 
visitors to conduct their own 
experiments, play games and 
even walk through a giant 
colon. 

More than 6,500 visitors 
attended the festival, which 
was the culmination of a year- 
long celebration of the 20th 
anniversary of the Biotechnol- 
ogy and Biological Sciences 
Research Council (BBSRC). 

BBSRC is funded by the gov- 
ernment and invests in bio- 
science research and training. 
It aims to further scientific 
knowledge, promote econom- 
ic growth and job creation, and 
improve quality of life. 

The group invested more 
than £484m in bioscience last 
year, for research and training 
in universities and institutes. 


Exhibits at the festival enter- 
tained children and adults alike, 
and scientists discussed their 
research with the public. 

Visitors were able to witness 
the invisible electric world of 
bees, kill glowing bacteria and 
see medical innovations such 
as pain-free injections and 


replacement body parts. And re- 
search groups were on hand to 
highlight some of the country's 
world-leading bioscience work. 

Professor Jackie Hunter, chief 
executive, said: “BBSRC works 
with some of the most 
exciting and potentially far- 
reaching areas of research in 


bioscience, and must commu- 
nicate with the public to 
respond to their aspirations 
and hopes for the future. 

“The festival provided a 
unique opportunity to engage 
with the public in a fun way."

‘Strong record’ on safeguarding

Ofsted also published its report 
into Sir John Cass school, which 
is a maintained school under the 
council's control. 

The school has been placed in special 
measures because inspectors found 
that some safeguarding practices were 
not adequate. The report recognised that 
teaching and results remained high, but 
identified weaknesses such as a lack 
of education of students about how to 
behave online, and some examples of 
separation between boys and girls. 

The council is now working with the 
school to bring about the necessary 
improvements. 

Sir John Cass head teacher Haydn 
Evans said: “We are surprised by the out- 
come of the inspection, as we have always 
taken safeguarding very seriously. 

“The teaching and results of this 
school remain Good, which they have 
been since 1999, and my priority now 
is to address the issues that have been 
identified and to work closely with the 
local authority and the Diocese to return 
the school as quickly as possible to an 
Outstanding school. 

“After wide consultation the chair of 
governors and the head teacher have 
decided to end the practice of separate 
playgrounds and common rooms." 

All seven schools are now being asked 
by the Department for Education (DfE) 
to draw up action plans outlining how 
they will address the issues that have 
been identified by Ofsted. 

A council spokesperson said: “We note 
that, of the seven schools inspected, only 
one is under the council's control. 

“When any issues in our schools do 


occur, we have a strong track record of 
intervening swiftly. 

“We are working with Sir John Cass 
school's leadership to address the pro- 
cedural issues identified and quickly 
return it to being an Outstanding school. 

“As a local education authority, we 
have no jurisdiction whatsoever over 
teaching and standards at indepen- 
dent faith schools. 

“We can - and do - intervene when 
individual safeguarding issues are raised. 

“We robustly act to the limit of our 
powers. We are happy to discuss with 
Ofsted and the DfE what role we can play 
within existing legislation to improve 
practices at these schools. 

“The success of our maintained schools 
is well-known. They have an internation- 
al reputation for excellence. 

“Finally, we would like to make it clear 
that there is no evidence or suggestion 
whatsoever of an attempted takeover, 
as allegedly occurred in Birmingham 
under the so-called 'Trojan Horse' 
scandal, at Sir John Cass school or any 
other school in Tower Hamlets. 

“This has been confirmed by the 
Secretary of State for Education, Nicky 
Morgan, this week." 

Sarah Baker, chair of the Tower Ham- 
lets Local Safeguarding Children Board, 
said: “We will support the council in 
bringing about the necessary improve- 
ments to ensure children are safeguard- 
ed. The board does have some concerns 
about whether existing legislation gives 
sufficient authority for the council to take 
an active role in independent schools. The 
Board requests that Ofsted considers this 
carefully as part of its action plan to 
improve these independent schools."

‘Workable proposals’ to 
tackle DCLG action plan 



TWENTY-five cannabis 
plants were found at a 
property in Bromley-by- 
Bow.

MAYOR Lutfur Rahman 
has responded to the De- 
partment for Communities 
and Local Government’s 
(DCLG) proposals to inter- 
vene in the way parts of 
the council are run. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles announced plans on 
November 4 to appoint three 
commissioners to oversee 
activities in specific areas of the 
council's work until 2017. 

This follows a report by 
auditors PriceWaterHouse 
Coopers (PwC) arising from 


their detailed examination of 
council procedures. 

Complying with a two-week 
deadline set by the govern- 
ment, Mayor Rahman said: “In 
general, and having received 
legal advice, I find the directions 
to be excessive and dispropor- 
tionate to the evidence and 
issues identified in the PwC 
report. That said, we have 
responded with proportionate 
and workable proposals.” 

He also expressed concern 
that the two-year intervention 
period was “excessive” and 
suggested that “the areas high- 
lighted in the report are being 


addressed and improvements 
are well under way”. 

He said there was “no 
evidence base” for an action plan 
to cover all council services, 
“particularly given that many of 
our services are some of the best 
in London if not nationally”. 

Mayor Rahman also raised 
questions about “an overly 
bureaucratic process”, which 
could put the council's regener- 
ation and housing work at risk 
and hold up much needed 
grants to local organisations. 

Mr Pickles will now consider 
Tower Hamlets' representations 
before he appoints the 


commissioners, one of which, he 
said, would have “extensive 
experience of election law.” 

However, the mayor said the 
imposition of a commissioner- 
appointed electoral registra- 
tion officer and a returning 
officer for elections was “not 
relevant to the council's best 
value duty”. 

The mayor emphasised that 
the council is fully committed 
to improving processes and 
governance issues and added: 
“The Secretary of State should 
restrict his directions to 
ensuring that we adopt excel- 
lent practice.”

Give the Roman 
Road a makeover 


Vision aims to make Tower Hamlets a great place to live

THE council is encouraging 
property owners along 
Roman Road to improve 
the visual appearance of 
their buildings. 

Owners along the historic 
road will be encouraged to give 
their properties a lick of paint 
and other works in an attempt 
to revitalise the area for 
residents and businesses. 

This initiative is part of the 
council's vision to make Tower 
Hamlets' town centres great 
places to live. 

In giving Roman Road a 
cosmetic makeover, it is hoped 
that it will instill a greater 
sense of pride in the area, and 
entice new business opportuni- 
ties to the road. 


The council has identified 52 
properties and written to 
owners asking them to carry out 
works to improve the condition 
and appearance of their 
properties within a specified 
timeframe. These letters en- 
courage owners to: 

■ remove illegal advertisement 
signs 

■ repaint properties where 
paint work has become tired or 
is flaking off 

■ remove vegetation growing 
from buildings 

■ improve shop fronts, especial- 
ly ones installed without 
planning permission.

HIV test could 
save your life 


News from Tower 
Hamlets Public 
Health 

ADULTS, especially gay 
men and people from 
black ethnic minorities, 
are being encouraged to 
get tested for HIV. 

HIV Testing Week is from 
November 24-30, in the run-up 
to World AIDS Day, on 
December 1. 

Now in its third year, the 
aim of the week is to encourage 
those most at risk - black African 
and Afro-Caribbean people, gay 
and bisexual men - to take an 
HIV test. 

About 100 people in Tower 
Hamlets are diagnosed with 
HIV each year. However, it is 
estimated there are a further 
400 who have HIV but have not 
yet been diagnosed. 

For these people, finding out 
they have HIV means they can 
access treatment and care and 
reduce the likelihood of passing 
on the virus. 

Both campaigns are seen as 
an opportunity for people world- 
wide to unite in the fight against 
HIV and AIDS. 

HIV is a virus most com- 
monly passed on by having 
sex without a condom. 

It can also be transferred by 
sharing infected needles and 
other injecting equipment, and 
from an HIV-positive mother to 
her child during pregnancy, 
birth and breastfeeding. 

It is thought at least one 
third of people living with HIV 
in London do not know they 
have the virus. 

While there is still no cure for 
HIV, the treatments available are 
free and most effective when 
taken before the vims has weak- 
ened the immune system. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of Tower Hamlets public health, 
said: "I encourage people to 
have an HIV test during HIV 
Testing Week. 

“Increasing the number of 
people who are tested is key in 
reducing the number of people 
who are diagnosed late with 



HIV. Beyond this week, it is still 
important to practise safer sex, 
have on-going check-ups and 
testing at least once a year or 
more often if you are very sex- 
ually active. 

“The earlier HIV is diagnosed, 
the more likely treatment will 
be successful." 

Positive East, London's largest 
community-based HIV charity, 
will be providing free testing. 

You can get your results in 
minutes and testing is 
completely confidential. 

Drop-in sessions are taking 
place every Saturday from 
nam-3pm and Wednesday 
evenings from 5.30-8.3opm at 
Positive East, 159 Mile End Road.

Hidden treasures buried beneath 
us have fascinating stories to tell

LONDON was, until recently, not a 
city of skyscrapers. No Manhattan, 
Hong Kong, Dubai or Shanghai, its 
interesting buildings -St Paul’s, the 
Tower and the rest - nestle closer 
to the ground, built on human- 
friendly proportions. 

But it goes deeper than that: this ancient 
city, an accretion of two millennia of 
history hides its treasures beneath the 
surface - secret passageways and gov- 
ernment boltholes, underground railways 
only some of which ever see the public, dis- 
used stations and subterranean rivers. 

Odd, because rivers will tend to go 
where they want. Rising unbidden, they fol- 
low gravity and the path of least resistance 
to the sea. Yet over the centuries, London- 
ers have redirected, culverted, channeled 
them into pipes and built over them... but 
these ancient arteries still run hidden be- 
neath our feet. 

For centuries the Black Ditch, flowing from 
its source on the fringes of the City to feed 
into the Thames at Limehouse, played an 
important role in East End history - yet 
today even its mouth is dry. Rising in 
Shoreditch, mnning through Bethnal Green 
to Stepney and joining the Thames at 
Dunbar Wharf in Limehouse, it's now 
nowhere to be seen, but the clues to its path 
lie all around us. 

The earliest reference we have to the Ditch 
is when a Saxon warrior called Stibba sailed 
up the Thames in the tenth century and 
made landfall to the east of Lundenwic, the

Anglo-Saxon settlement which had 
developed to the west of the old, ruined 
Roman Londinium. 

By about 680, the town which would 
become London had revived sufficiently 
to become a major port, although by the 
time of Stibba's arrival the city was 
depopulating once more because of 
repeated Viking invasions. 

But Stibba forged on, found a river 
meeting the north bank of the Thames at 
what is now Limehouse, and piloted his ship 
north through the desolate marshland, and 
there he settled. 

Around 1000AD, we have a record of the 
village growing around St Dunstan's 
church, itself founded in 923, and of the 
hamlet called Stybbanhithe, or 'Stibba's 
landing place'. 

In those days at least then, Stepney was 
on the banks of a river. It was fertile land 
too, held by the Bishop of London and used 
for ploughing, meadows, woodland for 500 
pigs, and with four mills (probably pow- 
ered by running water). There were over 
100 serfs, split between villeins who 
ploughed the land, and cottars who assisted 
the villeins in return for a hut or cottage. 

At the other end of the river, the upper 
course of the Black Ditch seems to have orig- 
inated in the grounds of Holywell Priory, 
itself the site of a spring, just west of the 
present day Shoreditch High Street (though 
later maps show it rising to the east at a 
pond on Rhodeswell Road in Stepney, 
which was once named Rogues Well). 

The priory was demolished in 1539, but 
the name is remembered in the present day 
Holywell Row. 

The site would later be used as a mass 
grave during the Great Plague in 1665, and

is mentioned by Robinson Crusoe author 
Daniel Defoe. 

Writing 60 years after the plague, with 
the burial pit long since built over, he 
described the grim site as 'a piece of 
ground just over the Black Ditch', which 
would seem to confirm the Holywell 
source of the river. 

Moving downstream to Whitechapel, and 
the watercourse pooled into what was 
labelled on old maps as a ducking pond - 
where petty criminals received summary 
justice with a dunking (sometimes fatal) 
into the water. 

The name Ducking Pond Row survives 
quite late on, certainly into the 19th cen- 
tury, though by then the authorities had 
come up with more humane punish- 
ments. Horwood's map of the parish 
boundaries of London, which appeared in 
1799, shows the named road and the pond 
itself, and a stone bridge crossed the ditch 
in this area. 

This is the point in history where the Black 
Ditch seems to have disappeared beneath 
the metropolis. 

The first half of the 19th century saw a 


huge growth in the population and built 
area of London. 

Between 1800 and 1850, the population 
of inner London would more than double, 
from under one million to nearly two 
(and would double again by the turn of the 
20th century). 

Horwood's map seems to contradict 
Defoe by showing the Ditch rising at 
Rhodeswell Road in Stepney, and heading 
east as far as Bromley-by-Bow before loop- 
ing back in an arc across what is now the 
start of the East India Dock Road. It then 
feeds into the Thames at Narrow Street. 

A map of 1829 shows Ducking Pond Row 
crossing Fulbourne Street about where the 
District Line now is, with the pond near the 
present Brady Street. 

At the time of the Whitechapel Murders 
in 1888, the road had been renamed Bucks 
Row, and was the site of the first murder 
- it's now renamed Durward Street. 

And by the time of the publication of 
Veitch's Plan for the Sewerage of the 
Metropolis, which appeared in 1851, the 
Black Ditch has become an underground 
watercourse, little more than a sewer. 

And Joseph Bazalgette's massive pro- 
gramme of underground waterworks for 
the City in the mid- and late-i8oos enclosed 
many ancient streams and rivers in pipes, 
and transformed them into waste and out- 
flow sewers. 

Further downstream, the Ditch had 
pooled again, appearing on maps of Poplar 
High Street as early as 1452. 

Later maps refer to a Stonebridge Pond, 
a watering place for horses and cattle in 
front of an inn called The White Horse (an 
ancient inn whose last incarnation stood 
on the site between 1928 and 2003. The pub 
is gone, but the white horse sign still 
stands at the spot, 11 Poplar High Street). 

Interestingly, the Ditch is often referred 
to as a 'sewer' in older reports, and the wa- 
ter here became increasingly stagnant 
and diseased and contributed to a cholera 
epidemic in the early 19th century. 

From there the Black Ditch emptied 
into an inlet of the Thames at Limehouse 
known as Limekiln Dock. 

It would later become an embarkation 
point for the first voluntary Australia- 
bound steamer passengers.

'Clear up after your dog’

IRRESPONSIBLE owners 
who ignore their dog’s 
mess are being targeted by 
the council. 

The council's dog wardens 
and THEOs are carrying out 
high profile and plain clothes 
patrols in a bid to catch dog 
walkers who don't clean up 
after their animals. 

Officers are also speaking 
with dog owners to remind 
them of their responsibility 
and giving away clean-up bags 
if required. It is an offence 
under the Dogs (Fouling of 
Land) Act 1996 to leave mess and 
the person responsible for the 
dog is liable to a fine of £75. 

More than 50 fixed penalty 
notices have been issued to 
dog owners in the last year. 

Enforcement has become 
more effective through the joint 
operation as the teams share 


information and combine skills. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Tower Hamlets is proud of its 
cleanliness and tackling dog 
fouling is key to this effort. The 
majority of dog owners are 
responsible, but the minority 
who don't carry bags and clean 
up their dogs' mess are spoiling 
our streets and parks for all.''

VICTORIA Park has recently been 
voted the UK’s favourite park - and 
it’s easy to see why. With adventure 
playgrounds and skateboard zones, 
heritage landmarks and trees galore, 
there’s something to suit most 
people. 

At this time of year, it's a wonderful 
place for a warming walk - a chance to kick 
up a few leaves, enjoy the autumnal colours 
and maybe pause at a cafe or pub en route. 

Your walk starts at the Old Ford Road 
roundabout. Take a look in all directions: 




there's the lodge-house and lake of Victoria 
Park, the curve-fronted Crown - one of sev- 
eral park-side hostelries that sprang up in 
the 1860s - and Lakeview, designed in 1956 
by Berthold Lubetkin with a lattice of con- 
crete panels and burgundy tiles. 

From Grove Road - by the zebra crossing 
- step down to the Hertford Union Canal (1). 
Instigated in 1824 by Sir George Duckett, this 
created a shortcut between the Lee 
Navigation and Regent's Canal; today it 
serves as a beautiful backwater, a green 
corridor' for wildlife, as well as boaters, 
cyclists and walkers. 

Opposite, the former Chisenhale Works (2) 
are picked out with 
'CHN' in the brick- 
work. This was Morris 
Cohen's veneer facto- 
ry - busy making Spitfire 
cockpits in World War II - and 
now it's home to the Chisenhale 
Dance Space and Studios. 

Beyond Skew Bridge the view 
opens out across Victoria Park. 

Moored barges - stacked high 
with pots and plants - puff out 
wood smoke, and Canada 
geese dabble in the water. 

At the next footbridge, 
cross over 
to Gunmaker's 
Lane (3). The

Victoria Park East 


name harks back to the London Small Arms 
Company; it was a hive of activity during 
World War I, making up to 2,000 rifles a week. 
Several old factory buildings survive and on 
the right, you can stroll through the new Gun- 
makers Wharf courtyard, with its wooden 
tiles and eco-roof. 

A sloping pathway cuts through to Barge 
Lane. On the waterside, you'll encounter the 
Barge of Invisible Memories (4), a 


sculpture commissioned by Old Ford 
Housing. The unfurling scrolls depict local 
manufacturing including furniture, 
wallpaper and steam engines. 

By the decorative barrier, leave the water 
and weave left - beside No 44 - out to Par- 
nell Road. Waterside Close is enlivened 
with sculpted bird panels - a dove, kingfisher 
and pheasant among them. Helena Ro- 
den's giant primrose stands opposite on the 
Locton Estate green, adding a splash of colour. 

Rejoin the canal at Homerton Footpath 
Bridge; at the Top Lock, rope-worn stones echo 
back to horse-drawn barges tethered here 
while the lock filled 
and emptied. 

Nip into Grow- 
ing Concerns (5) to 
look around - 
this community- 
based garden 
centre offers 
friendly advice, 
as well as 
shrubs, bulbs

and pots - and leave by the main gate. 

You now enter Victoria Park by St Mark's 
Gate. Dubbed 'The People's Park', Victoria Park 
(6) is popular with young and old alike - 
strollers and dog walkers, joggers and cyclists 

- whatever the weather. To underline its pop- 
ularity, it was recently crowned the UK's 
favourite park in the Green Flag People's 
Choice Awards. 

It's a place to enjoy autumn colours, with 
more than 4,500 trees here, radiating in or- 
anges, yellows and russets. The park team 

- in partnership with Trees for Cities - has 
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y's the nation's favourite

recently created three tree walks: heritage 
trees, trees of the world, and a children's tree 
trail. You can pick up the walk leaflets from 
the Hub later on. In the meantime you'll spot 
several trees marked with info posts. First 
up is an evergreen holm oak, just beyond the 
crossroads. Its tough wood is traditionally 
used for making pillars, tools and wine casks. 

Curve right, along an avenue of London 
planes, towards two large stone alcoves (7). 
These originally formed part of the old 
London Bridge - for pedestrians to dodge the 
traffic - and were relocated here in i860. 


A few steps further on, a simple granite 
obelisk (8) commemorates Hackney Wick's 
World War I casualties. During the war, the 
park was used as an anti-aircraft station and 
to create hundreds of allotments. 

Fork left, keeping beside the lawns. At 
weekends, the pitches are busy with foot- 
ballers and boot-camp groups being put 
through their paces. Ahead, a dark altar' stone 
stands within a rectangular outline of trees 
(9); from 1867 until 1945, St Augustine's 
Church stood within this footprint as 'the 
church in the park'. Now it's a wildflower 


meadow. The perimeter drive brings you to 
Queen's Gate. The former Queen's Hotel (10) 
- built by Thomas Ennor in 1865 - is now 
The People's Park Tavern, a gastro-pub and 
micro-brewery, with giant light bulbs hang- 
ing from the garden trees. 

Away from the pub, there's a Turners oak, 
created by Essex nurseryman Mr Turner in 
the late 18th century by crossing English and 
holm oaks. 

Beyond the cricket nets, veer through the 
Old English Garden, with crazy paving and 
water features. At this time of year it's pared 
back, busier with squirrels than with snap- 
dragons. There's a Turkish hazel and a tree 
of heaven close by, but head instead to a 
giant fig tree on the far side, with gnarled 
finger-like branches. 

Left of the fig, snake upwards through the 
adventure playground, with its slides, spi- 
ders' webs and rope bridges. Beyond, you 
might find boarders and BMXers working 
their acrobatics among the bowls, ramps and 
ledges of the skateboard park. 

The Hub (11) - part of the £12 million park 
makeover in 2012 - incorporates a cafe, 
toilets and community room. Pop in to 
chat with the rangers, view the history 


photo-boards or pick up leaflets on tree walks 
or park events. 

At the fishing lake (12), Egyptian geese 
might waddle by. Replicas of the fierce- 
looking Dogs of Alcibiades guard the island; 
originally donated in 1912 by Lady Regnart, 
there's a matching pair near the Night 
Walk. 

From here, it's a short walk to the 
spectacular Burdett-Coutts fountain (13). 
Donated by Angela Burdett-Coutts - heiress 
to the Coutts banking fortune - the 
Gothic-cum-Moorish fountain features 
dolphins and cherubs that originally 
dispensed drinking water from urns. 

Four paths radiate off; head initially to- 
wards the pink tower block and then right, 
along the main driveway. You'll pass the 
bandstand and some young pin oaks - 
known for their skunk-like odour, and the 
bark- water's medicinal properties. 

As you walk, parakeet squawks might fill 
the air, beside wind-twisted London planes. 
It's a place to reflect upon the many gath- 
erings hosted in the park - Suffragette and 
union rallies, Oxford House lectures, and fire- 
work displays - as you return to Crown Gate 
East, the end of your walk.

Eating out, eating in 

Bland food belies a 
buzzing atmosphere

Our experience at Aladin 
on Brick Lane started so 
promisingly. 

My pal arranged a get 
together for our band of 
brothers and sought out the 
'best' restaurant on Brick Lane. 
His internet search led us to 
Aladin. 

We were greeted on arrival by 
the apparently 'mandatory' 
group of young men, trying to 
entice us in with offers of fine 
food and a 20 per cent dis- 
count, which seems to be de 
rigueur along the Lane. 

After running the gauntlet, we 
were seated at a comer table and 
reminded that this was an 
'alcohol free' restaurant. This was 
soon rectified by a swift trip to 
the local off licence, where 
again we were offered a 20 per 
cent discount. 

There was a real buzz about 
the place, which was very busy 
for a Thursday evening. 

Our waiter, who was pretty 
attentive throughout, took 
our orders with the helpful 
suggested addition of a mixed

platter and Tandoori lamb chop 
per person. 

For mains, we ordered two 
special biryanis, a prawn bhu- 
na and chicken korma and as- 
sorted rices, sides and breads. 

Our starters arrived relative- 
ly promptly and were, to be 
frank, bog standard and a little 
bland. 

The standout was the lamb 
chop, which was a good size, but 
although well coloured, didn't 


compare favourably to some I 
have sampled in the vicinity. 

Our mains arrived and we 
were underwhelmed by what 
we were presented with. My 
biryani was stodgy and large- 
ly tasteless, although there was 
plenty of it. My sag paneer was 
okay, but I was left unsatisfied. 

My eating companions were 
equally disappointed. If you 
order a korma, you can't really 
expect big flavours but the 


bhuna was also without a 
massive flavour profile. 

I am loathe to put such words 
on paper but, overall, the meal 
did not inspire. 

Finally, we had to ask for the 
bill to be recalculated as our 
waiter had failed to add the 
twice-offered discounts. At just 
over £80 for four, I wouldn't call 
our meal value for money 
Aladin is at 132 Brick Lane, Ei.

Ingredients 

3kg piece of pork belly (skin on, 
and ribs removed) 

6og coarse sea salt 
50g light brown sugar 
40g fine sea salt 
1 tsp saltpetre (buy online or 
at a good butcher - or pick 


some up from our cafe) 

4 bay leaves 

2 large sprigs of rosemary 
(leaves only) 

2 large sprigs of thyme (leaves 
only) 

10 black peppercorns 
Muslin or cheesecloth 


Method 

1. Mix the salt and sugar, then 
add the ground-up herbs and 
spices, for your cure. 

2. Put your pork belly skin side 
up on a large strip of clingfilm 
and, using half the cure, mas- 
sage into skin and sides. Flip the 
meat over and repeat, making 
sure you get an even covering. 

3. Wrap the meat well with 
kitchen foil and place in a box 
and then into the fridge. This 
curing period lasts a week. In the 
time, remove any liquid that has 


been produced from the box. 

4. At the end of the week, un- 
wrap the meat, wash thor- 
oughly in cold water and dry 
with a tea towel. At this point 
the meat is ready to hang. You 
can wrap it in muslin or cheese- 
cloth, or just use a meat hook. 

5. Hang in a cool, dark place with 
some air flow. Your bacon will 
be ready in two days, but you 
can keep it up for up to a week. 

6. Remove the skin and slice into 
rashers. Freeze what you're not 
going to use.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit
